P»EPUBLICAX:— In looking over 


your report of Hon. Phociou Howard's 
argument in favor of permanent improve- 
ment of our public roads, I at once be- 
came interested, and as I have been con- 
nected with our road interests for the past 
few years, perhaps a few words from me 
would not be put of place. I, like him, 
am strongly in favor of having good 
roads, and think and have always advo- 
cated permanent improvement, but differ 
from him in the way of obtaining perma- 
nent passable roads. Instead of gravel- 
ing or macadamizing our black, mucky 
sou, (at a cost, according to the gentle- 
man, of $2500 per mile), to be constantly 
getting out of repair by the action of sun 
and frost, I would pursue a proper sys- 
tem of grading and drainage, which can 
be done for about one fourth the money

D.SSU feet to the mile, would cost $316.80, 
S5J Pnfctlng ia same at 34 cents per rod— 
»96— making a total cost for one mile 8- 
inch tile $412.80. Now, with our road 
eveler, I will venture to say that I can 
keep this mile of road in a better condi- 
tion.for less money.than the same amount 
of macadamized road can be kept in re- 
pair. Another thing, does this gentle- 
man include bridges and culverts in his 
jstimate? I cannot discover a word on 
!he subject of bridges, and by the way it 
,s one of our heaviest expenses; I would 
ike to hear from him on this subject. 


According to Mr. Howard's estimate it 


would post the first district of Decatur 
;ownship $41,250, to permanently improve 
;he roads in this district aloue--a right 
snug sum to expend upon one road dis- 
;rict, and that is not all; it would require 
at least five per cent of that amount an- 
nually to keep the roads in repair. 


Again he says: From all the money 


lollected by the state there has not been 
i dollar used for road purposes, nor a sin- 
gle mile of road built. Now, whether the 
axes which we pay for road purposes are 
called state, county or township tax, it 
loes not matter, but there has been built 
not only one but several miles of good 
roads. Roads passableevcn a winter like 
last winter. To prove this I have but to 
refer yon to the Water street road running 
from the city limits to the north line of 
the township, which, a few years ago, was 
the worst road leading into the city. It 
is now, and was all last winter, nicely 
graded and passable, not only on top the 
grade, but rounded up so thnt the water 
could run off and teams could pass any- 
where between the fences nnd this piece'of 
road has been kept nearly as smooth as a 
race track all summer, 'for the trifling 
amount, (excepting sorns tile recently put 
in), of twenty-one dollars and fifty cents; 
three times leveling up with leveler. 


While on the subject I will say just one 


word more : While Phociou is championing 
the movement to wipe out the road tax 
he might, as well go farther and champion 
a movement to wipe put the whole road 
law, and get some bright school boy to 
draft a law of some sense and justice,' nnd 
one thnt could be understood by at least 
some of the people, as nt present it is un- 
derstood by none.

Ephrata Hartrader, Tired of Life, Shoots

They hurried to the 


room, where they found Harkrader lying 
upon n lounge with a bullet hole in his 
head, and a four-ounce bottle partly filled 
with laudanum lying t,a his breas't. He 
did not speak, and died in less than two 
hours. The jury returned the following 
verdict: 
« 


We, the undersigned jurors, sworn to 


inquire of the death of Henry E. Harkra- 
der, on oath do find that he came to his 
death by a shot from a pistol held iu his 
own hand while under the influence of 
laudanum and being temporarily insane 
about half-past eix o'clock a. m., this 25th 
day of August, A. D. 1882, in Maroa 
township, Macon county, State of Illinois. 


It appears that Harkrader had had a 


difficulty with one of his brothers about 
the latter's farm, upon which the former 
had lived. The suicide desired two of 
his relatives to let him have some of their 
money to purchase the Brown farm, but 
they refused to comply. It is supposed 
that he brooded over this disappointment 
and resolved at last to end his earthly 
troubles by killing himself.

LATEST FI!OM LATHAM. 
LATHAM, ILL., Aug. 24,1882. 


Much excitement still prevails among 


the people of Latham and Mt. Pulaski 
over the triple tragedy of last Friday 
night. The funeral rook place from the 
McMahon residance on Monday morning 
at 10 o'clock. The services were brief 
but impressive, Rev. Jos. H. Ring officia- 
ting. The remains were placed in boxes, 
and the name of each written thereon 
with chalk. At about 11 a. m. the long 
procession of several hundred took up its 
mournful march toward the Yankeetown 
Cemetery, and by 12 m. all that was mor- 
tal of Charles McMahon, John Oarlock 
and Robert Matheuey were by friendly 
hands and pitying hearts laid tenderly in 
their last resting place. It is estimated 
that at least 2,000 persons visited the 
scene of the terrible deed last Monday. 
The spot where the bodies were found 
was at first covered with a thick underl 
growth of grass interspersed with tall 
weeds ten feet high, but on Monday noon 
a circle of several rods around them was 
perfectl barey.and the dust an inch or two 
deep. For the past three days the people 
have been seen to gather in small crowds 
on the streets and converse excitedly over 
the affair, and what would be the best 
course to pursue to catch the villains. 
The excitement increased late Monday 
evening when Deputy SherilT Dilsaver 
arrested John Rush on the streets here 
and took him to jail at Lincoln. Rush 
had formerly worked for McMahou; had 
some trouble with him in settling, and 
made threats that he would yet get even 
with him. Pie proved by two other boys 
of tho town here that he slept last Friday 
night in u box car. He was released from 
custody and returned here last night. 
George Hall, of near Mt. Pulaski, was ar- 
rested to-day by Deputy Sherill' Dilsaver 
on the grounds that he bought a ball of 
twine of Schafer on last Friday, the same 
kind with which the murdered men were 
tied. Hall's brother married McMahou's 
sister. It is reported that other parties 
are shadowed, and other arrests near at 
home are expected hourly.

THE PRIMARIES. 


It is a long time since the Repub- 


licans of Decatnr held a formal pri- 
mary election, but the circumstances 
at this time certainly justify the 
township committee in calling one, 
as they have done. The county ticket 
is a longer one than our people have 
over before been called on to elect at 
one time. For several of the offices 
there will be contests, and there is 
no practical method of giving ex- 
pression to the wishes of the major- 
ity of the party in the nominating 
convention except by a primary elec- 
tion. 
The plan agreed upon by the 


committee, and set forth in the call 
•which we publish to-day, provides 
for keeping open the polls from 3 to 
8 o'clock p. m., which will give am- 
ple time for all to vote. 
The selec- 


tion of the delegates will be .merely 
a formal matter, since they will be 
instructed according to the result of 
the ballot in each district. 
With a 


full turnout of the members of the 
party at tho primaries an absolutely 
fair expression of their wishes will 
be obtained. . 


Chicago convention as to the merits 
of various men for the Republican 
nomination for the presidency. 
All 


favored the nomination of Edmunds, 
and were unanimously in favor of 
Garfield for second choice, with the 
exception of McVeagh, who declared 
his nomination unworthy and un- 
wise.

graveyards of the dead past for a 
generation, is to be congratulated 
upon the persistence with which it 
clings to the politics of a century 
ago, so as not to deceive anyone into 
believing that it is prepared to grap- 
ple with the vital issues of the living 
present. 
In this one regard wo feel 


like awarding the ancient relic some 
degree of praise. 
However, let us 


not be too fast. 
One of the ideas of 


Jefferson was that all power IB inhe- 
rent in the people, and that they are 
at all times worthy to be trusted 
with the decision of grave questions 
of public policy. 
Do the Jefferso- 


nians of the first precinct of Decatur 
agree with their great preceptor in 
this idea'' Are they willing to give 
the people of Illinois a chance to 
express their sentiments upon a 
question that is agitating the public 
mind just now as no other one is? 
Will the Jeffersonians put themselves 
on record ns being in favor of allow- 
ing the people to settle the prohibi- 
tion question one way or the other? 
Or are they of the opinion that there 
may bo cases in which Jefferson's 
theory is wrong? 


THE value of breadstuffs exported 


from this country the first seven 
months of the year 1882 was $81,- 
150,715, a falling off of §50,806,800, 
as compared with the corresponding 
period of 3881. It is expected that 
the enormous crops of the present 
season will restore a large portion of 
this loss, during the autumn months, 
the present complications in Europe 
ensuring a demand for American 
breadstuffs. 


A NEGLECTED LAW. 


Suggestions to Highway Commissioners— 


Cut Down the Weeds. 


If ive mnj judge by the general neglect 


by (he highway commissioners of the fol- 
lowing law, passed in 1879. few or nemo 
are aware of its exifatence. It is of impor- 
tance tlinfc its provisions be ccrried on* 
as no farmer can keep his land clean of 
fonl weeds if the highways are allowed 
to become hot beds for the germination 
of seed*. The penalty, if exacted in a few 
instance.", would be sufficient to secure 
enforcement of the law: 


SEP. ],—Be enacted by the people of 


the State of Illiuoip, represented in the 
general assembly. The commissioners of 
highways in their respective towns shall 
be required to destroy, or cause to be de- 
stroyed, nil cockle bur weeds or plants, 
before coming to maturity, that may not 
be permitted to grow in the highways of 
such towns. 


SEC. 2.—-The commissioners of high- 


ways, failing to comply with the provis- 
ions nnd requirements of Section 1 of this 
act, shall be liable to a fine of not less 
than $3 nor more than f 25 for such of- 
fense, to be recovered in any proper form 
of action, before any justice of the peace 
in the county where such offense was 
committed, such fine, when collected, to 
be paid to the treasurer of the highway 
commigsioners in the town where the of- 
fense was committed, to be used as road 
money in such town. 


Anyone taking a short trip in the coun- 


try cannot help noticing the rank weeds 
permitted to grow in the roadways. They 
should be cut down and the proper offi- 
cials should see to it at once.

Bgain in good m lining order and is run- 
ning two miied traius daily between 
Peoria and Terre Haute, Mr. Conklin 
having succeeded in- making arrange- 
ments for terminal facilities at both 
points and also with the Illinois Central 
for the use of the three miles which con- 
nect it in the centre. The road is not 
only paying expenses now, which it has 
not done for years, bnt enough has been 
saved to make necessary improvements. 
And Mr. Conklin thinks he will be able 
to do still better hereafter.

In an interview a 
few days ago ho expressed his con- 
victions that laws for tho restriction 
of the liquor traffic could nover bo 
made effective through a political or 
gauizatioi] brought into existence 
with that solo end in view.

Eov. T. J. N. Simirons, who under- 
takes to lay down aiiomatic rules for 
tho government of all temperance 
mra, attacked Mr. Campbell in a 
most bitter manner. The latter gen- 
tleman has responded, and in the 
most emphatic terms reiterates his 
former declaration. 
Pj'ohibitionists 


will do well to heed his words. 
He 


says: 


i am certain in my own mind 
t greater harm cannot be done the 


icmperance cause in Illinois than is 
being done by Mr. Simmons and his 
class. 
If 
a constitutional amend- 


nent such as we have in Kansas is 
ever submitted to the people of this 
state, it will be through the action of 
men of all parties in the legislature. 
Democrats, Republicans and Green- 
backers will umte.in passing upon this 
question as they did with us. It will 
be done by the parties who now have 
control of party affairs in this state, 
if it is done in tho next twenty years; 
and if wo have to wait until the 
'•New Prohibition party" comes into 
power, we must all die oil' before the 
result is accomplished. I am for the 
speediest method. 
Life is entirely 


too short to cater to such n move- 
ment as Mr. Simmons represents, 
here or elsewhere. I have always 
opposed it as impracticable and un- 
wise, and always expect to unless my 
mind is changed by weightier consid- 
erations than those presented by Mr. 
Simmons. 
I do profess to be a 


friend of Prohibition, and also a Re- 
publican. I find they work well to- 
gether, and when I come back to 
Bloomington and find all the Demo- 
crats around here in close cominnn- 
on with Simmons and his class, try- 
ng to destroy the Republican party, 
and defeat Prohibition; playing tlio 
same cunning, fox-like game they 
played with the Greenback party; 
ising this third party movement to 
orward their little scheme to get into 
power in the city, county, district 
and state, I think it a proper time to 
express my opinion—that the move- 
ment will do harm to Prohibition 
ather than good. 


"Let the temperance Republicans 


»o to the primaries and put leaders 
o the front who will submit this 
uestion to the people, and wherever 
yon can find a man running for the 
egislaturo who will vote for submis- 
ion, stand by that man; nnd the 
nen who are opposed to submission,

county and district. 
We have a bet- 


ter opinion of the majority of them 
than to believe they are wholly Wind. 
It is not a question of prohibition as 
against free rum which is the main- 
spring of the present campaign. The 
real question is whether or not the 
efforts of a handful of misguided 
men shall disrupt the Republican 
party, and hand over our state and 
national governments to the tender 
mercies of the Democracy. It is a 
very simple proposition, and ought 
to 
receive an emphatic negative

Now. from 
a depth of 675 feet, there is a flow 
of pure potable water of steadily in- 
creasing quantity.

year, every one of which he raised 
on his placet" That sounds incredi- 
ble, and yet it is true. 
The man al- 


luded to was Ambrose Lindsay, who 
hves on the coast near the Carolina 
hue. 
Of his enormous crop I havo 


no doubt 850,000 u 1S clear money. 
Sol Hass told me of a man at Nor- 
folk who cleared *:r>,000 on raising 
potatoes this year, and paid off a 
debt that had accumulated in busi- 
ness and threatened to ruin him. 
This is the best year for potatoes 
ever known. 
The 
las-t crop was 


short and poor, and there was no 
stock to start the season with. 
Tho 


high price of meat and bread increas- 
ed the consumption of potatoes, and 
the heavy crop was taken at high 
figures. 
Potatoes (hat dragged at 


82 a barrel in New York last year 
brought S3.50 a ban el on the Caro- 
lina coast this year.

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NEWS BY TELEGRAPH. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 26.—The Pinkerton 


Detective Agency arrested this after- 
noon, at McDonongh, N. Y., Edward 
N. Welch, the principal in the Ke- 
•wanee bank robbery, August 14. The 
morning before the robbery, Mr. A. 
M. Burt, of Neponsett,«had seen and 
spoken with one Welch, whom he 
knew as a salesman for a fish house. 
This was in Neponsett, and that af- 
ternoon he saw the same man again 
in Kewanee, sitting down where he 
could watch the entrance to the bank 
Welch at this time had on different 
clothing than he was wearing in the 
morning and there was Brother man. 
The description of tie tall man who 
was engaged in the robbery tallied 
exactly with Welch's appearance. As 
it was found that a traveling sales- 
man who had been formerly em- 
ployed by McNab & Cook, fish mer- 
chants, of South Water street, in this 
oity, and at the lime of the robbery 
•was traveling for Porter & Worth- 
ington, fish dealers, Boston, his route 
over the Chicago, Burlington 
& 


Quincy was looked after. 
The con- 


ductor and a Dumber of his acquain- 
tances saw him on the train going to 
Kewanee on the Saturday before the 
robbery. 
He seemed desirous of 


avoiding recognition. 


He left the train at Neponsett, 


where h« tried unsuccessfully several 
times to hire a horse and buggy. 
It 


was found that be had been married 
about a year ago to a respectable 
lady from Peoria, who was stopping 
at the house of his brother, on Ful- 
ton street, in this city; that on Fri- 
day before the robbery he had quar- 
reled with his wife and tried to shoot 
her while he was drunk; that the 
next day her brother had taken her 
to her father's house in Peoria, and 
that she knew nothing about him af- 
ter that time. 


According to Welch's route he 


should have been in Milwaukee on 
the day the robbery occurred, or at 
St. Paul, and he had not been at 
either place. 


H. O. Harrison, inspector of de- 


tectives, of Boston, who had been 
very active in the matter, telegraphed 
to the Pinkertons August 22 that 
Welch's employers in Boston had 
received a letter from him saying 
that ho had been having trouble with 
Lis wifo and did not want to travel 
for thorn any more. Ho gave them 
no address. 
The letter was dated 


August 18, and was mailed from the 
west division cilice, Chicago, August 
11), 


It was found that Welch hsid a 


number o£ female relatives residing 
on tho west side in Chicago, and one 
of Pinkerton's men made it his busi- 
ness to become very intimate with 
one of them. Ho found that another 
female relative was corresponding 
with Welch under an assumed name. 
A neighbor's boy was intercepted on 
his way to mail a letter. 
The letter 


was addressed W. E. Norton, Me 
Donongh, Chenango county, N. Y. 
A telegram was sent to Robert Pitfk- 
erton in New York to go to McDon- 
ongh and arrest Norton. Lieuten- 
ant Pinkertou and another detective 
also went there from this city. 
A 


telegram was received this afternoon 
from liobfrt Pinkerton, which said 
that lie had arrested AV. E. Norton, 
whom ho found to be Edward N. 
Welch; that he had found on him 
about $3,700, part of which was gold, 
and that he would start immediately 
for Chicago with his prisoner. They 
will probably reach here Tuesday 
morning. 


The Pinkertons have an excellent 


photo of Welch, which they obtained 
from one of his former mistresses. 
He was born in Independence la., 
where his mother now lives. He was 
first a train boy, then a merchant in 
Independence, where he is said to 
own property which is heavily mort- 
gaged. 
He came to Chicago and en- 


gaged as a traveling salesman. He 
afterwards became one of the firm of 
Welch Bros. <fc Alexander, commis- 
sion merchants on South Water 
street. 
He withdrew from that firm 


last May and went on the road as a 
salesman for McNab & Co., and 
lately worked for Porter & Worth- 
irgton, Boston fish dealers. 
In ad- 


dition to the apparently strong chain 
of evidence against him is the find- 
ing him in the possession of so large 
a sum of money, as his wife says 
when he left her he did not have 15 
to buy her a hat 


The Pinkertons say they were aid- 


ed very mncb in making the capture 
by the efforts of O. M. Hanscom, in- 
spector of detectives, Boston, Mass., 
Mayor Hitchcock, and the police of 
Peoria, who swept that town thor- 
oughly to find Welch's trail. His 
robber companion has not been ar- 
reeted, and as far as can be learned 
the detectives do not claim to have 
even the faintest trace of him. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 28.—Kichard Wil- 


son, a Scotchman, aged 54, shot his 
•wife this morning and then killed 
himself. 
The woman is not likely to 


live. Jealousy was the cause. Seven 
children are left 


Edward N. Welch, the Kewanee 


bank robber, arrived at 11 o'clock 
this morning from McDonouch, Che- 
aango county, N. Y. 


TAYLOEVILLE, 111., Aug. 28.—Miss 


Emma Bond, the victim of the Grove 
City outrage, was resting quietly at 
midnight when your correspondent 
left her father's farm. 
Dr. Eockwell, 


who had been summoned from the 
city at 7 p. m., was at the house, 
where he will remain until relieved 
by Dr. Cornell in the morning. Both 
physicians agree that the girl has a 
very poor chance to recover, and her 
death is expected to occur within a 
few days. 
She was suffering terri- 


bly when your correspondent was at 
the house, neuralgic pains at the 
heart being now, as three weeks ago, 
the cause of her immediate danger. 
These reappeared last Saturday, and 
occur each alternate day, all the time 
growing more violent, and, as they 
progress, decreasing the chances of 
life. 
To-day it was thought for a 


while that she was dead, respiration 
having ceased for several minutes. 
She has been at times unconscious, 
and once or twice was found to be 
raving. 
On one of these occasions, 


her father says, she went over a 
former statement about the outrage 
made to Prosecuting Attorney Dren- 
nan, and detailed every circumstance 
without varying in the least from the 
written statement. 
While in this 


condition she also made some re- 
marks that reflect very seriously upon 
one of the prisoners. 


Some time ago the detective em- 


ployed in the case, Mr. Page, told 
Eoima that he was going to take her 
to the school house and have John 
Montgomery to look down through 
the scuttle hole at her, so that she 
might, if possible, identify him in 
that way. To-day in her delirious 
moments she cried out that she did 
not want to go to the school house 
any more, and she did not want to 
see John Montgomery's face. 


The statement before alluded to is 


said to contain some very damaging 
testimony against the men now ia 
jail. In the statement Miss Bond 
described how she was seized, tied 
with the shawl and dragged up into 
the loft, where the scoundrels as- 
saulted her. 
She gave scraps of 


their conversation, some of the lan- 
guage addressed to herself and part- 
ly described two of the men. Now it 
is claimed there are other circumstan- 
ces mentioned in the statement that 
fasten the crime very directly upon 
Montgomery,' Pettis, dementi and 
Dr. Vermillion.

within the past week obtained some 
new and valuable testimony, and is 
now more firmly convinced than ever 
that he has the right parties. 
He is 


unreserved in his declaration of the 
guilt of the Montgomery crowd, and 
says he thinks one or two more per- 
sons might be added to those now in 
jail. 


Although the bonds have been per- 


fected for Montgomery, Pettis and 
dementi, these gentlemen prefer the 
shelter of Sheriff Haines' roof to 
their freedom. 
Nearly everybody in 


Taylorville believe them guilty of 
the awful crime with which they are 
charged, and now that Miss Bond is 
at death's door again, there is loud 
talk of lynching. 
Some go so far as 


to say the prisoners will be taken out 
and hanged as soon as the girl dies. 
This is hardly probable, however. 
Mr. Bond broke the spirit of the mob 
when he cut the rope from John 
Montgomery's neck. 
He says now 


he -would have kept his knife in his 
pocket, and allowed the people to 
have had their own way had he been 
as sure then as he is at present of 
Elliott Hobbs' whereabouts the after- 
noon of June 29. 


Mr. Bond says he does not think 


there will be any demonstration 
again unless the lawyers of the ac- 
cused try such sharp practice as 
wanting a change of venue or seek- 
ing numerous continuances. 


CHICAGO, August 29. —Edward N. 


Welch, arrested three or four days 
ago in New York for robbing the 
First National Bank of Kewanee, 
Illinois, passed through the city this 
evening enroute for Kewanee, in 
charge of the detectives who arrested 
him. 
Keporters for the press were 


not allowed to see him, but Pinker- 
ton's detective agency, which has 
charge of the case, say he made a 
confession, the effect of which is that 
Dr. J. S. Scott, of St. Louis, former- 
ly a resident of K,ewanee, planned 
the robbery, though he took no di- 
rect part in it; that Pratt, acting 
cashier, was a party to it and that 
instead of a large sum in gold miss- 
ing being carried away in a valise 
with other money that it was Pratt 
himself who carried off the gold on 
the previous day, when he (Welch) 
and his companion locked Pratt and 
Miss Harris in the vault and carried 
away the remainder, mostly in paper 
money. 
Welch refuses to give the 


name of the man who helped him in 
the job, but the agency are confident 
they will get the right man. Welch 
says Dr. Scott introduced him to 
Pratt and that some time ago Pratt 
paid a check drawn on the bank by 
him (Welch) and when it was dis'- 
covered the payment was thought to 
be a result of Pratt's ignorance, as 
Welch had no money in the bank. 
Scott said he was chiefly known in 
Kewanee as a poker player.
